Sr. Lovis, May 30.— A Fort Kearney
despnatoh, dated May 24, says the Indian war
on the Platte yviver has fairly begun, Ranches
are burned, stoock stolem, and settlors mur-
dered daily, General Smith and staff
Fort George yesterday, en voute for Fort Phil.
Kearney. General Gibbons has two hundred
Pawnoes ns sconts with him. Detachments of
the 40th, 27th, and 30th Infantry are cam
on the north side of the Platte, opposite Fort
Sedgwick, They will leave for Fort Phil.
Kearney in a day or two. Other detachmenta
are stationed at different ﬁlm along the routs,
soma of them guarding the railroad employts.
Troops are alio bein(g forwarded to Forts Lara-
mie and Kearnay. Ceneral Custar s reported
to bave arrived at Fort MePherson from the
South, with his cavalry.
Bergeant Marigan and two ocitizens wera
Intely killed om Pole Creek, thirty-six miles
from Fort Se:lﬁwiuk. Three raflrond tie ont-
ters were also killed near Chayenne Pass,
Indians line the Bluffs on both sides of the
Platte river. “Spotted Tall,” and & fow of
his braves, are camped, on the North Platte.
His ponies are in splendid condition, and his
young men are on the war path, bat he pro-
fesses peace. Burned rapches line the road,
and freslh graves are seen very frequently.
There is a general scare along the route.
Companies of infantry protect the railrond
graders, but the Indians langh at the infantry.
An Omaha despatch says a train of nine
wagons which left the North Platte on Tues-
day last was attacked by Indians, betwesn
Beaver and Julesburg, and all the stock stolen.
Another train on the south side of the river
was attacked about the same time, and all the
stock captured, No Hves were lost, and the
freight was not disturbed.
